Seven hundred years; and from Car-

After George Dowdalls death, 
which hapned in Loxdon in Auguſt 
15 58. there were Primates ele&ted 
by the Pope, and ſome of them 
moſt Learned men, whereof ſome 
came into Ireland, ſome did not : 
Richard Creagh of Lymericke, dyed 
in the Tower of London; Thomas 
Lombard of Waterford, a moſt eru- 
dite man, left his Bones at Rome; 
and ſo did Flugo Cavellus, a moſt 
eminent Divine, as his Commenta- 
ries on Scots do demonſtrate. Hugh 
O Rely, a man well verſed in Ca« 
non Law, came to Ireland, and end- 
ed his dayes'i 10 the County of Cas 
van. - After him , came Edmund 
Realy, a man of a good mother-wit, 
but no extraordinary Learning. 
Being 
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Being called out of this Kingdom, 
he went to Rome; but Pope Alex- 
ander the Seventh (whonamed him 
Primate) having underſtood that 
he was Too bufie in'State Afﬀairs, 
and in Temporal, or Civil matters, 
commanded him away from Rome; 
after few years, he fell ſick in 
France. and there was buried : So 
that the Primates elected by the 
Popes, being under a Cloud in the 
Reigns of Queen Elizabeth, King 
James, and King Charles I. ſtrived 
' rather to elchew the Statutes of 
 Premunire, than to conteſt about 
Precedency, and points of Juri{di> 
Qion ; and ſcarce did they ever 
meet together in a National Synod, 
| uintil the Nuncins Rinuccini came to 
Ireland; then all our Archbiſhops, 
| and Biſhops, aſſembled at Kilkenny, 
and there Hugh O Rely in the Naz 
tional Synod, took place of Thomas 
Fleming 
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Fleming Archbiſhop of Dablin,Bro- 


ther to my Lord of Slane; and it 


1s well known, that Kilkenny” is in 
the Proyince of Dublin. The aid 
Hugh O Realy, about the time of 
the Cefſztion concluded with the 
Earl of Inchiquin, being at a great 
Congregarion of the Clergy in Ca- 
ſpell, without any ContradiQtion, 

preſided , and took 'the firſt place 
bi the Archbiſhop of Coſbell, 
and from all the Aſſembly _ 

Fe is mnch to my purpole,

Counſe] Book. On the other ſide, 
| when the ſaid Adam Loftus Was res 
| moved by the Queen from Armagh 
| to Dublin , he gave Precedence to 
| Thomas Laveaftir chen their Primat&, 
| and' figned ſubſequent to him. Atl 
| his Succeſſors did imitate Loftus his 
| ſteps,and way of proceeding,though | 
ſome of then were collocated in av 
F ample 
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ample a Dignity concerning the 
management of publick Aﬀairs of 
this Kingdom, as ever Alexander 
Bicknor alpired unto. Andif you 
view the man who this day fits in 
the SEE of Dablin by the preſent 
Kings Election, Dr. Michael Boile, | 
he was one of the Lords Juſtices of 
this Kingdom, he is Lord Chancel- | 
lor,a man of profound Underſtand- 
| ing, quick Judgment, Dexterity in 
deciding Cauſes, un{potted Integri- | 
ty i Adminiſtration of Juſtice, a 
fic Miniſter for any Monarch in 
Europe; yet he obſerves the old 
and ancient Cuſtom, he gives Pre- 
cedence to his Primate. On the | 
other fide, Dr. Fames Margetſon now | 
Proteſtant Primate; 1s of ſuch Judg- 
ment and Moderation, That hef 
would not accept of any Preroga«| 
tive which was not due to him, and|

and ponderation, that even our Ad- 
verfaries do flinch from the Judi- 
carure of Scripture (perufe the 
Book of Dr. Rnger Boyle, now Pro- 
reſtant Biſhop of Doxune > which 
Book, thongs! it be not es great, 
yer wirtute, 13 to be preterred to 
many oreater works ) as ſubje&,as 
all Laws,and Words, and Writings 
are to divers Interpretations and 
Equivocations ; whereas the things 
are many, and the words are few, 
and endeavour. to ground their 
Profeſſion on Cuſtom and Tradi- 
tion, and no more on the Scripture, 
as on a Judge, or on the private 
{pirit of light, which every Fanatick 
pretends, though of quire contrary 
| Tenents : 
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Tenents : And (ſhall. we endeavour 
to weaken this Pillar, by which the 
greateſt part, nay (Ifay) our whole 
Belief was, for a long time, ſup- 
ported. Twenty five years after 
Chriſt, there was not a word writ- 
ren, until St. Matthew writ his Go- 
{pel, and afterwards the reſt of ” 
Evangeliſts. Shall we, I ſay, {pli 
this Rock, which broke, and = 
tered ſo many violent Waves, 
whichendeavoured to overflow ts 
ancient Profeſſion, and that for a 
point of TaciſdiQtion, I do admire 
That a man well verſed in Philoſo- 
phy, Divinity and Hiſtories, would 
ſtrive to debillitate the ſtrongeſt 
Arm he hath, to defend his own 
Profeſſion ; {hould blunt the edge 
of that Sword, wherehy hemuſt cuc 
ſo many Sophiſtical knots of his Ad- 
verſaries; but it is a doleful thing, 
That Paſſion-ſhould alter the judg- 
Mments 
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ments of great men, as Ariſtotle faith 
in his Rhetoricks, 

You will {ay , he hath alſo Ar- 
ouments and Authorities for his 
own pretenſion, and againſt the 
ancient Cuſtom. Never fo many 
as the Arrians had againſt the Di- 
vitity of Chriſt, or as the Macedo: 
nians had againſt the Divinity of 
rhe Holy Ghoſt : Yet ancient Cu- 
ſtom, un Tradition , have prevai- 
led againſt their Attempts, though 
countenanced by Emperours and 
Princes; ſo that almoſt the -whole 
groaning, Admiratus eſt ſe eſſe Aris -- 
anum : And if there were fſach Au- 
thorities and Reaſons for the Arch- 
biſhop of Dubliz, againſt the Pri- 
mates Superiority, I do adtnire that 
in lexandewBishnors, "and: George 
Browns time, they prevailed not a- 
gainſt- Dowaall; no, they did' not 
prevail, And Queen Mary, nt 

RS ſatisfied 
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ſatisfied with annulling all that 
was. done in King Edward the 
Sixth his name in that behalf, did 
re-eſtabliſh George Dowdall, and his 
Succeſfors, in their ancientRight of 
the Primacy, by a new Patent, da» 
ted in March in the firſt ht of 


her Reign. 
And although this Refle&ion 


had {aufficed to ſhew, that there was 
no convincing Argument then for 
the Archbiſhop of Dublin's un- 
lawful Fmt (for I know no 
new Argument can be brought that 
was not extant in George Dowdalls 
time ) yet all the Reaſons and Au- 
chorities ( as far as I can ſearch ) 
which may be produced in his fa- 
vour, I will inſert here, and endea- 
vour to reſolve them.
